Agency’s talk of fare hikes weighs on worried riders 


The Hubermoon is over. It ended a looooong 
time ago, folks. 

The CTA’s budget woes over the past two 
years have been so overwhelming, even agency 
President Ron Huberman has been left grasping 
for answers. 

This week, Huberman and his fellow transit 
officials proposed a CTA fare hike to balance this 
year’s budget. Under the proposal, some fares 


would jump as much as 50 cents, to $2.25 a ride, 
the Tribune reported. Chicago Card customers 
would pay $2.25 a ride on trains and $2 on buses, 
and the price of a 30 -day price would rise to $90 
from $75. 

Yikes. 

Although it’s still only a proposal, the plan is 
just the latest CTA development to frazzle riders’ 
nerves. Let’s relive them now, shall we?

Keep in mind the square footage of your home and the number of bathrooms before 
making up your guest list.

And while it maybe tempting at the moment to charge people to come to your parties, it’s 
a major faux pas to ask people to pay up, says Debi Lilly, owner of A Perfect Event, an event 
planning company in Chicago. “When you’re throwing a party, you are the hostess and you’re 
inviting guests. So you’d never want to charge people to come to a party,” Lilly said. 

Besides, just because you can collect enough money to buy a keg doesn’t mean you have 
a hot party on your hands. Instead, get creative with your party planning. RedEye collected 
tips from experienced party planners to help make your bash the talk of the town.

Halloween, Thanksgiving, Christmas and New Year’s are just around the 
corner— and that means one thing: The party season is nearly upon us. 
But if you’ve burned a few too many brain cells while roasting in the sun 
this summer, we have a few reminders to help you make sure your bash 
is the best. 

First off, even if you’re super-excited to be throwing the first party of 
the season, don’t go overboard and invite too many people. Everyone 
knows what it feels like to be packed onto an “E’ train, and no one wants 
to revisit that feeling at a party, says Robyn Bruns, president of Red Let- 
ter Event Planning in Chicago. 


Pick a good theme 

Theresa Winters, 27, and her roommate Nora 
Best, 28, say they are legendary in certain 
Chicago circles for their elaborate Logan 
Square house parties. Before each event. 
Best and Winters figure out a theme that they 
think will get guests excited. 

“One of my best parties ever, which people 
still talk about, was in 2002,” Winters said. “It 
was pirates versus dinosaurs. Random? ^s. 
Hilariously fun to throw? Of course.” 

Other themes they’ve tried: “Three’s 
Company” (’yos-style dress), RoaringTwenties 
(men wear newsboy caps and women dress as 
flappers) and White Trash vs. Eurotrash (one 
guy came dressed in a white garbage bag). 

When deciding on a theme, it’s OK to 
think outside the box. 

Eor instance— sure, summer and its 
beautiful weather have gone away But that 
doesn’t mean you have to resign yourself to 


sitting inside the house till April. 

Libby Langdon, interior designer and 
commentator for HGTV’s “Small Space, Big 
Style,” suggests fall picnics— a little cooler, 
but still a lot of fim. Tell everyone to meet 
in an apple orchard, pumpkin patch or local 
park, Langdon said. Bring cider, Erisbees and 
extra sweaters. 

Make sure your guests remember the theme 
and the party by giving them a party favor 
they can use and enjoy, said Susan Cordogan, 
owner of Big City Events Chicago. 

Hand out pumpkin-scented candles, 
Cordogan said. Or, if you’re hosting a bonfire, 
give guests a fleece blanket they can use at the 
party and then keep. 

Be careful not to make the party too 
theme-oriented, however. A dress-up theme 
is always fun, Bruns said. But “paper leaves 
and tissue pumpkins are for grade school, 
and not for your chic party,” she said. There’s 


a fine line between a fun theme and a cheesy 
party So before sending out that Evite, think 
to yourself: Is this something that would have 
been good when I was in kindergarten? If so, 
go back to the drawing board. 

Make it interactive 

Yout guests have probably been to hundreds — 
if not thousands— of parties where they 
stand around chugging beers and noshing on 
chips. 

But Joan “Joelen” Tan said her meet-up 
group. What’s Cookin’ Chicago, always gets 
booked full whenever she schedules a food 
swap. Similar to a holiday cookie swap. Tan, 
an employee benefits consultant who lives 
in Rogers Park, takes it one step further by 
swapping throughout the year. 

Successful parties have included brownie, 
cupcake, fudge and candy swaps. Tan said. 
But she added that there’s no need to stop 


at food. Eriends can share books, purses and 
accessories they no longer want. 

Serve a signature drink 

Every year, the folks at North Center eatery 
Sola offer The Great Pumpkin martini ($10), 
and it’s a huge hit, said Carol Wallack, Sola’s 
owner and executive chef 
To copy her recipe, Wallack said you can 
mix Stoli Vanilla vodka, pumpkin puree, 
cinnamon sticks, cloves, ginger and nutmeg 
for a drink that tastes just like pumpkin pie 
with a vodka chaser. 

If that sounds too complicated, simply serve 
a pumpkin-flavored ale, which can be found 
at World Market or at a liquor wholesaler. 

Pick the perfect date 

Three-day weekends, New^ar’s Eve and big 
holiday weekends may seem like the perfect 
time to throw a party, but, of course, those 
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also are the dates when everyone already 
plans penciled into their calendars. 

To make sure you get a full house, choose 
a date when everyone’s sure to be free, said 
Best and Winters. They throw an annual “Eve 
of the Eve” party 

“No, it’s not a reference to a Sapphic love 
affair between her and her two girl roommates, 
but rather references the fantastic party 
thrown on the eve of New Year’s Eve,” 
Winters said. “Picking the day before means 
everyone can come for the entire night.” 

Throw an educational party 

Tan said her friends always enjoy themselves 
when she invites them over for a cooking 
demonstration. Since it’s really expensive to 
host a party at a professional cooking class. 
Tan said she tackles a specific dish with her 
friends— so they teach each other and learn 
to cook together in a party setting.

Now that it is officially fall, outdoor parties are sadly at a minimum, 
so pack up that grill and start thinking about indoor shindigs instead.

The scene: Given a choice between a 
bar brunch and a brunch, well, just 
about anywhere else, Fll choose the 
latter nearly every time. 

But I make exceptions 
on two notable occa- 
sions. Exception No. i: 

Fm hung over. Exception 
No. 2: It’s football 
season. 

Eor those groggy 
weekend mornings 
when Exception No. i 
collides with Exception 
No. 2, I’ve yet to find 
a better bar than The Pony The 3- 
month-old Lakeview spot, equal parts 
sporty and classy with a copper-plated 
bar and rich wood paneling through- 
out, launched brunch five weeks 
ago— just in time for college football 
season. 

The Pony professes allegiances to 
Kentucky and Illinois, so Saturday 
brunchers should come prepared for a 


sea of school colors. With flat-screen 
TVs at every table on the main floor, 
however. Wildcat or Illini fandom isn’t 
a requirement. A manager stopped 
by a few minutes after we 
arrived to ask which game 
we wanted to watch and 
didn’t raise an eyebrow 
when we requested a chan- 
nel change. 

The cuisine: Game days 
are full of difficult deci- 
sions. (Road trip or ESPN? 
Hoodie or T-shirt? Eace 
paint or giant foam finger?) 
What to order for brunch 
shouldn’t be one of them. The Pony 
takes the guesswork out of your day by 
offering just a half-dozen options, and 
since they all surpass expectations for 
a bar brunch, it’s hard to go wrong. 

The Champaign-Urbana crowd 
should be right at home with the 
breakfast stack ($8), modeled after a 
popular option at Downstate diner 
Merry Ann’s. If you don’t bleed orange

and blue but happen to have a hang- 
over, the stack is for you too. Chewy 
hash browns brought the dish down, 
but it’s hard to argue with the cura- 
tive powers of a bowl full of biscuits, 
hash browns, sausage, fried eggs and 
cheese, all smothered in rich gravy 
The breakfast sliders ($7) are a 
solid — and considerably lighter- 
alternative: three mini-croissant 
sandwiches filled with fried eggs, your 
choice of meat (sausage, andouille 
sausage, bacon or ham) and American 


cheese. And while we typically don’t 
like surprises on game day, the chicken 
and waffles ($7) came with a wel- 
come departure from the playbook: 
Though the menu advertised plain old 
whipped butter, ours arrived topped 
with a round of sweet strawberry but- 
ter that gave the dish a perfect sweet- 
savory balance.

Murray says recent 
traumatic divorce 
has motivated him 
to ‘want to get going’

NEW YORK The deadpan and depressed 
characters Bill Murray has specialized in 
portraying as an actor in recent years have 
always stood in contrast to the life-of-the- 
party guy he is in real life— whether on 
a golf course or shuttling people around 
downtown Stockholm in a golf cart, as he 
did last year. 

But Murray said he identified anew with 
those characters— like the dour Herman 
Blume in “Rushmore”— when his wife of 
nearly ii years filed for divorce in May In 
the papers filed by Jennifer Butler Murray, 
she alleged that Murray abused her and was 
addicted to alcohol and marijuana. 

“That was devastating,” Murray said. 
“That was the worst thing that ever hap- 
pened to me in my entire life.” 

Though the freshness of such a wound 
would keep many Hollywood stars far 
away from the press, Murray, 58, came to 
New York from his home upstate recently 
to help publicize “City of Ember,” a film 
opening Friday in which he co-stars along 
with Saoirse Ronan, the young star of 
‘Atonement,” and Tim Robbins. 

About a city forged underground because 
of environmental destruction on the Earth’s 
surface, it’s a kind of somber, underworld 
“Jetsons”— and a clear metaphor to con- 
temporary concerns. Murray plays the city’s 
mayor, a lackadaisically corrupt but popular 
figure. 

The film was shot in Belfast, Ireland, 
before the divorce, which was made final 
in June. The months after have been ones 
of depression for the comedian. The court 
decided that the couple’s four children will 
live with their mother, while Murray has 
visitation rights and will pay child support. 

In a forthright and emotional conversa- 
tion, Murray rarely struck a tone of bitter- 
ness about the break-up, but rather spoke 


with watery eyes of a tremendously painful 
summer trying to reconcile himself to the 
divorce. 

“I was just dead, just broken,” he said. 

“When you’re really in love with someone 
and this happens — I never had anything like 
this happen,” he said. “It’s like your faith in 
people is destroyed because the person you 
trusted the most you can no longer trust at 
all. ... The person you know isn’t there any- 
more.” 

Oddly enough, Murray said his lowest 
point came a few weeks ago in Chicago, 
when he skydived out of a plane and landed 
on North Avenue Beach at the annual Air 
and Water Show. When friends asked if he 
wanted to participate to support the Illinois 
United Service Organizations (Murray, of 
course, grew up in the area), he accepted 
the skydiving invitation. 

“They asked me on a day I didn’t care,” 
Murray said. “I didn’t even care if there 
was a parachute. Of course, by the time I 
got there, I had had a few good days and I 
thought, ‘What am I doing?’ ” 

But Murray said he’s begun building him- 
self back up, and one of the first steps was 
coming out to discuss “City of Ember”— and 
even attend the premiere, “which is a nui- 
sance,” he said with characteristic deadpan. 

“I’ve had a great deal of success in life— 
not just money or fame or anything like 
that— I just feel like I’ve done well in many 
areas of life,” Murray said. “I’ve learned how 
to live and I think I’ve learned things about 
living. It’s almost like: ‘OK, you learned that 
much, now let’s try this. Let’s see how you 
can do if this happens to you.’ ” 

Two years ago, Murray said he had taken 
to Jay-Z’s idea of “retirement,” meaning 
people might generally consider him out 
of the game but he could nevertheless con- 
tinue to work here and there. 

After the divorce, though, he’s rallying to 
dedicate himself more fully 

“I’ve just come out of a sort of doldrums 
and I feel like I want to go,” he said. “I want 
to work. I want to get going. I want to do 
a few things at once. ... I want to bounce 
off like a pinball. Like a pinball, I want to 
bounce off bumpers that are positive.”

In the futuristic but strangely antiquat- 
ed City of Ember, citizens live under- 
ground, are forbidden to go outside 
city limits and receive all power from a 
central generator and food from storage 
overseen by the Mayor (Bill Murray). 
When the generator goes down, two 
plucky kids (Saoirse Ronan, Harry 
Tf eadaway) try to find a way out of 
the city and into the natural light. Tim 
Robbins and Martin Landau also star. 

The verdict: “City of Ember” gets some 
good goofiness from Murray— the only 
actor here having any fun— and some 
OK visuals that guarantee this won’t 


disintegrate your brain the way family- 
friendly fare like “Star Wars: The Clone 
Wars” does. But the vaguely drawn, 
bone-dry story will almost certainly 
bore both you and the child/kid broth- 
er/nephew/court-appointed protege you 
brought along— unless he loves learning 
about pipes and power sources. 

Did you know? In Ember, everyone’s 
job is determined by randomly pick- 
ing a piece of paper out of a bag, with 
roles ranging from pipeworker to mes- 
senger to potato peeler. We see abso- 
lutely no reason why this approach 
wouldn’t work in real life, do you?

Total ramen-ation

An examination of young Jeff Ferketic’s pan- 
try of a few years ago would have yielded 
ramen, ramen and more ramen. As a college 
freshman and sophomore at the University of 
Connecticut, Ferketic’s taste ran decidedly to 
the cheap and salty noodles. 

%u know ramen, those noodles threaded 
into an interesting pattern in an airtight pack 
and cost lo for $i or thereabouts? Known as 
fodder for the gods, the breakfast of champi- 
ons and the boon of students everywhere? 

These days, Ferketic, formerly of West 
Hartford, Conn., is a part of Teach for 
America in the Rio Grande Valley of Texas. 
He’s teaching chemistry and coaching foot- 
ball, and his diet has definitely improved. 

But back in the day, like most college stu- 
dents, he was not opposed to ramen. 

“I was not a fan of them, but they were 
good when I just didn’t feel like cooking 
anything else,” Ferketic said. “It’s laziness. 
They’re pretty horrible for you.” 

So why does something so bad for you sell 
so well— according to one market estimate, in 
the tens of billions? 

First off, it’s cheap. Second, it’s everywhere. 
Local groceries generally devote at least a 
little shelf space to Maruchan or Nissin 
ramen. 

Originally, ramen came from China, which 
seems to be the birthplace of most noodles. 
There the dish is called “lo-mein.” 

It was introduced in Japan in the mid- 
i88os. Ramen as we know it— that delightful 
little packet with the squiggly, in-line noo- 
dles— first came to the US. as Top Ramen in 
the early 1970s, from Nissin Foods, ajapanese 
company

» 2 packages beef flavor Top Ramen 
»Salt 

» 3 cups water 

» V 2 pounds ground beef 

» V 2 cup mushrooms, sliced 

»1 jar spaghetti sauce (15 V 2 ounces) 

» 3 tablespoons Parmesan cheese 
» V 2 cup onion, chopped 
»V 2 Cup milk 
»1 egg 

» 8 ounces mozzarella cheese, grated 
»1 pizza pan 
» Aluminum foil 

Cover pizza pan with aluminum foil. Build 
up foil edges to form a rim about V 2 -inch 
high around the pan. Lightly grease the 
aluminum surface. Cook both packages of 
Top Ramen noodles in water with a pinch of 
salt. Set aside flavor packets. Drain noodles 
and set aside.

Caribbean dream?

If the financial crisis has made you think 
twice about spending money on a vacation, 
hotels in the Caribbean are trying to sway you 
with discounts and deals. 

The Hyatt Regency Aruba Resort & 
Casino, for example, is offering a fifth night 
free, a room upgrade, and free breakfast 
for two every day on stays before Dec. i8. 
For the first time during the off-season, the 
Turks & Caicos Club, a small luxury resort on 
Providenciales island, is offering rates starting 
at $247.50 until Nov 9, a 50 percent discount 
from rates at the same times last year. 

To be sure, the travel industry overall may 
be in for tough times ahead: Hotels in other 
regions of the world have recently started to 
see revenue fall. But on a broad level, room 
rates are still rising— as they have for several 
years. That isn’t the case in the Caribbean. 
In August, the average rate for a room in the 
Caribbean was 8.2 percent lower than last 
year, according to Smith Travel Research, a 
hospitality-research firm. 

Online travel agencies such asTf avelocity and 
Orbitz say they also are seeing big discounts. 
“We have crazy hotel promotions going on 
now in the Caribbean,” says Brian Hoyt, an 
Orbitz spokesman. For example, average daily 
room rates for Puerto Rico during October 
through December are down about ii percent 
for hotels on the site, compared with the same 
period last year. Average rates in Punta Cana, 


Dominican Republic, are down 16 percent. 

In addition to dropping rates, hotels are 
offering added perks like free meals, resort 
credits and airfare reimbursement to keep 
travelers coming before the typically busy 
winter holiday season. 

Sandals Resorts has extended a promotion, 
first offered earlier this summer, which gives 
guests an airfare credit of up to $550 when 
they book a three-night stay by Oct. 23 for 
travel through Dec. 20. The all-inclusive 
resort, which caters to couples, also is offering 
additional perks like spa credits this year, says 
Mitchell Nover, media coordinator at Unique 
Vacations, which handles sales and marketing 
for Sandals Resorts. 

Hotels are hoping that their deals will offset 
the pain of higher airfares for travelers. 

In Cancun, Mexico, which isn’t as affected 
by airline-route cuts but is often considered 
part of the Caribbean tourism region because 
it is competing to attract similar travelers, 
some room rates are also falling. 

“It’s been a tough second half, no doubt 
about it,” says Chris Calabrese, director 
general for the plush JW Marriott Cancun 
Resort & Spa and its slightly less-expensive 
sister property CasaMagna Marriott Cancun. 
Until Dec. 15, CasaMagna Marriott is offering 
a $109 base rate, and the JW Marriott 
Cancun’s base rate is $130. Calabrese says 
those rates are 20 percent cheaper than last 
year at the same time.

The river on fire? 


Chicago Tribune 

A piling fire beside the State Street bridge on 
the Chicago River that sent gray smoke spi- 
raling over busy streets in downtown Chicago 
this morning likely started as a work site acci- 
dent, city officials said. 

And it’s possible it startedThursday evening, 
as contractors with blowtorches cut into a 
metal ring around the piling, said Chicago 
Department of Transportation spokeswoman 
Maria Castaneda. 

Contractors from Rausch Construction are 
expanding the riverwalk beneath the southern 
foot of the State Street bridge, across the river 


from the IBM Plaza and Trump Tower. 

To do it, they must remove the 5-foot-wide 
piling perched in the water— essentially a 
series of wooden utility poles tied together, 
held in place by a wide metal band and capped 
with concrete. The piling protects the bridge 
from passing boats. The poles are capped 
with concrete as protection from sparks and 
cigarette butts tossed off the bridge. 

The need for safeguards was obvious Friday 
morning. 

Shortly after work resumed around 6:15 a.m., 
smoke leaked from the piling, thickened and 
then billowed out of control. As contractors 


and firefighters tried to pry the metal bands 
off to fight the fire, bright flames erupted and 
for a time, things only seemed to get worse. 
Police cars blocked traffic from the State 
Street bridge. Pedestrians crowded railings 
at the IBM Plaza and along the Dearborn 
Street and Wabash Avenue bridges anyway 
Cameras brought by TV stations, newspapers 
and onlookers’ cell phones snapped away 

At 10:25 a.m., a worker with a blowtorch 
finished cutting through the ring. A crane 
then removed the crumbling, scorched 
concrete platform that sat atop it. 

By 10:50 a.m., things were essentially done.

The ruling comes just weeks before Californians 
vote on an historic gay-marriage ballot question, 
the first time the issue will be put before voters in 
a state where same-sex couples are legally wed. 

The 4-3 ruling is the first time that a state that 
had willingly offered an alternative to marriage 
was told by a court that civil unions aren’t enough 
to protect the rights of gay couples. Connecticut 
was the first state to voluntarily pass laws to affirm 
civil unions. 

“I can’t believe it. We’re thrilled, we’re abso- 
lutely overjoyed. We’re finally going to be able. 


after 33 years, to get married,” said Janet Peck of 
Colchester, who was a plaintiff with her partner, 
Carole Conklin. 

“I’m just ecstatic. It’s such a relief, the joy of it,” 
said another plaintiff, Jody Mock ofWest Hartford, 
who sued with partner Elizabeth Kerrigan. 

In the majority opinion. Justice Richard Palmer 
wrote that denying marriage to same-sex couples 
would create separate standards. 

The Family Institute of Connecticut, apolitical 
action group that opposes gay marriage, called the 
ruling outrageous. 

“Even the legislature, as liberal as ours, decided 
that marriage is between a man and a woman,” 
said executive director Peter Wolfgang. “This is 
about our right to govern ourselves. It is bigger 
than gay marriage.”

Beloved national anthem singer for Chicago 
sports, Messmer keeps fans mesmerized

Wayne Messmer sympathizes with dejected 
fans of the Chicago Cubs. 

“I know what it feels like to be kicked in 
the gut,” the Wrigley Field public address 
announcer told RedEye recently, “but I also 
know how great it feels to hoist the champi- 
onship trophy” 

Messmer perhaps is best known for sing- 
ing “The Star-Spangled Banner” for Chicago’s 
lovable losers, but he also has presided over 
four league championships as senior execu- 
tive vice president of the Chicago Wolves. 

As the defending American Hockey League 
champions prepare for Saturday’s regular-sea- 
son opener at Houston, RedEye chatted with 
the multi-talented tenor about his champi- 
onship jewelry, enduring Wrigley Field’s sev- 
enth-inning stretch and his frightening brush 
with death. 

If the Cubs ever win the World Series, wiii you 
get a ring? 

I don’t know I’ve been there forever, but 
that’s up to the organization. I do know 
that on Oct. i8, when we drop the puck (at 
home) for Tear 15 of the Wolves, I’ll be slip- 
ping on ring No. 4. 

You’re a PhD, an author, a singer and a busi- 
nessman. What is a talent we don’t know 
about? 

I am a masterful accordionist. ... People 
mock and scorn this wonderful instrument 
until you slap it on. The next thing you 
know, people are drinking beer and singing 
and they go, “Wow, that was fun!” 

Some tremendously poor singers have per- 
formed “Take Me Out to the Ball Game” at 


Wrigley Field. Does that grate on you as a 
trained musician? 

Every day I understand the concept, but as 
a musician it’s a difficult experience to sit 
through. It’s designed to be an opportunity to 
take a pie in the face. For that, it’s working. 

So what advice would you give to a guest 
singer at Wrigley Field? 

To be remembered, be as bad as you 
can possibly be. And then throw some 
gasoline on that fire. Then you’ll get on 
“SportsCenter” and you’ll be invited back 
because the buffoonery apparently is quite 
popular among the rank and file. 

What’s the worst rendition of “Take Me Out 
to the Ball Game” you’ve ever heard? 

Jeff Gordon always gets ripped. Nancy 
Kerrigan was abysmal. Ozzy Osborne was 
embarrassingly pathetic. There have been 
some other real gems. 

You have sung for the Wolves, Blackhawks, 
Bulls, Bears, Cubs and White Sox. What is the 
most memorable national anthem you’ve 
performed? 

My most rewarding— yet not my best per- 
formance— was Oct. 14 of ’94, which was 
the first ever Chicago Wolves home game. 
That was six months and five days after 
I had been shot point blank in the neck 
with a 9mm. Tbu don’t recover from that 
crap. Tbu also don’t come back to sing. ... 

I walked out on the ice, brought Kathleen, 
my dear wife, and hung on for dear life and 
said, “Let’s go. Let’s see if we can do this 
again.” That’s tough to top. 

That must have been therapeutic. 

Unbelievable.
